As 
a rule, oats that have been dis- 
colored by wet weather harvesting 
are elipfied. as with, the outer coat 
taken, the oats ate the InrihtHi col- 
or and do not xlrnw that they have 
been damaged, t lipped oats should 
not be used for seed BB the clipping 
takes the outer husk off and leaves 
the (train unproteeted. but the prin* 
. ipal reason is that the grain being 
cut. destroys the genu, and in a 
In* majority e>f case*, will prevent 
sprouting.
